After receiving a first Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) 
Due dated 01/28/2004 for the above- identified patent application, 
we filed a Request for Continued Examination on April 23, 2004 
with an Information Disclosure Statement. 

In response to the Request for Continued Examination, a 
new Notice of Allowability dated 05/04/2004 was received from the 
Patent and Trademark Office. However, to this date, we have not 
received a new Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, despite 
numerous e-mails between the Examiner and our office. 

In the past, we usually received a paper entitled

indicates the fees and due date; the second page is the Fee 
Transmittal Form itself; and the third page is the determination 
of patent term adjustment. 
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Since the old Notice of Allowability and the new Notice 
of Allowability are practically the same, we assume that the old 
Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due would also be the same as the 
new Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due [after the filing of a 
RCE] . Hence, because we have not received a new Notice of 
Allowance and Fee(s) Due, we would like to notify the PTO that we 
are using the Fee Transmittal Form from the old Notice of 
Allowance and crossing out the old dates on the form. Please 
note that this application has small entity status. 

We also assume that the due date for payment of the 
issue fee and publication fee is three months from the mailing 
date of the new Notice of Allowability, hence until August 4 , 
2004 . 

Accordingly, enclosed are the Fee Transmittal Form for 
the above- identified patent application, a check in the amount of 
$995, and a return post card.
